They enjoy fun and a good joke, and these ladies that lunch 
don’t mind looking a bit outlandish. 

They are Ukiah members of the Red Hat Society and they 
lunched Wednesday on Frank’s Franks at the Thomas Plaza. 

A worldwide organization based on the notion that women of a 
certain age can still be lively and independent, Red Hatters mostly 
do lunch, but they also take cruises, go to the theater and have 
adventures. 

“I love people, talking to people,” said “Queen” Myr! Harpe, 
who four years ago started the first Red Hat chapter in Ukiah 
known as the Hot Mamas.

The Red Hat Society began when a middle-aged woman named

A Web site is just one sign that the Red Hats are more than a 
passing fad. While the tradition began with hats found in thrift 
stores, now there’s a whole world of Red Hat merchandise out 
there from, of course, red hats and purple clothing to mugs, picture 
frames, shoes and even kazoos. 

Harpe had her brand new red sequined cowgirl hat on 
Wednesday. Others wore both old and new hats and one crocheted 
from red plastic bags.

cause the suspects are still at large. 

The man who was shot had been seen 
moments earlier inside the Petro America 
gas station. He was chased inside by two 
men who were throwing rocks at him, 
according to sheriff’s reports. 

The man was not hit by a rock, according 
to sheriff’s reports, but one did shatter Petro 
America’s glass front door. 

Smallcomb said the Sheriff’s Office is 
not saying why the men were chasing him, 
but added that “we have a pretty good idea.” 

Deputies were called to Petro America 
and, while talking with an employee, were 
approached by a passing motorist, who said 
someone was lying on south Highway 101 
just south of the gas station. 

Deputies found the man lying near the 
highway and suffering from a single gun- 
shot wound to the leg. Smallcomb said no 
one interviewed has reported hearing any 
gunshots. 

The victim was taken to a Sonoma 
County hospital for treatment. Smallcomb 
said he is expected to need surgery because 
the bullet hit bone.

Senate rejects attempt to 
regulate combat tours in Iraq 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
blocked legislation Wednesday that would 
have regulated the amount of time troops spent 
in combat, a blow for Democrats struggling to 
challenge President Bush’s Iraq policies. 

The 56-44 vote was four votes short of 
reaching the 60 needed to cut off debate. It was 
the second time in as many months that the 
bill, sponsored by Sen. Jim Webb, D-Va., was 
sidetracked. In July, a similar measure fell four 


votes short of advancing. 


Failure of the bill was a sound defeat for 
Democrats, who have been unable to pass sig- 
nificant anti-war legislation by a veto-proof 
majority since taking control of Congress in 
January. Webb’s measure was seen as having 
the best chance at attracting the 60 votes need- 
ed to pass because of its pro-military premise.

Simpson, wearing a light blue 
sport coat and dark blue pants, carried a black 
bag as he strolled to a gray sedan with his 
lawyer and drove away from the Clark County 
Detention Center.

Event photography 


Expect the unexpected and know your rights 


If you happened to be on 
the coast over Labor Day 
weekend and decided to view 
and maybe photograph 

The Paul Bunyan Days 
Logging Competition in Fort 
Bragg, then you saw and pho- 
tographed more than you 
probably bargained for. 

This photog went for 
curiosity sake and to add it to 
a photo collection of 
Mendocino County happen- 
ings. 

This photog almost got hit 
by an axe, twice, accidentally 
photographed a climber 
falling 34 feet to the ground 
and got yelled at by an inebri- 
ated event-goer. 


But this photographer 
knows that all is fair in event 
photography. 


You have to be ready for 
anything, know your rights 
and be safe. 

Beyond that, you should be 
looking for images that tell the 
story of the event. 


Know your 
boundaries 


Before you photograph an 
event, make sure you know 
the rules. First, is photography 
allowed? Unless there are

posters announcing that pho- 
tography is prohibited or 
someone announces this 
before the event starts, you 
have permission to start click- 
ing. If there are lines or parti- 
tions or tapes sectioning off 
the event, get permission to 
pass from the event organiz- 
ers. Be prepared to show a 
business card and explain why 
you need access; be prepared 
to sign a waiver or release that 
says you won’t sue the event 
organizers if you get hurt on 
the scene. 


Know your 
angles, lenses 


Event coverage is a snap if 
you understand how to use 


your wide versus telephoto 
lenses and how to capture 
overall scene setters, mediums 
and detail shots. 

An overall or scene setter 
image really gives, in one 
glance, the idea of the event. It 
should encompass the setting, 
the crowd if there is one and 
reveal the overall atmosphere 
of the occasion. If it is a wed- 
ding, you should know it from 
the scene setter. If it is an 
event that involves competi- 
tion, including spectators in 
the overall will announce it. 
For my overall shot of the log- 
ging competition, I pho- 
tographed axes in action with 
the crowd in the background. 
Wide angle lens has a mil- 
limeter rating of less than 50. 
A 17mm lens, for example, is 
a fisheye lens that distorts 
depth and allows for a wider 
capture of the action. 

A medium shot is usually 
taken with a 105mm to 
180mm depending on how far 
you are from the action. My 
medium photo of the action is 
climber Nathan Orsi on his 
way up the pole. It shows his 
whole body and about three 
feet of pole above and below 
him. The medium shot should 
isolate a moment from the 
event but show a bit of the 
surrounding. 


A detail is a telephoto shot 
of equipment or article that 
defines the event. In a wed- 
ding it might be the bride and 
groom’s hands over the bou- 
quet to show off the new 
rings. In soccer it might be a 
foot kicking a ball. At the log- 
ging show I chose a detail of a 
fresh cut piece of wood still 
covered in shavings. I also 
shot the axe hitting the can in 
the middle of the axe target. 
One look at a detail and the 
viewer should know exactly 
what event it represents.

It is a melancholy object 
to those of us who drive 
about this great town to find 
that our hallmark dedication 
to Ukiah’s social and eco- 
nomic well being is dis- 
turbed. 

Should we preserve 
industrial land near our city 
center, which has infrastruc- 
ture such as a rail line, so 
that we might toil in our own 
local industry or should we 
instead welcome large and 
attractive new shopping 
complexes so that we may 
have easier access to things 
toiled for someplace else? 
Should we remain surround- 
ed by agriculture (sheep and 
vines and such) or should we 
welcome sizable new hous- 
ing developments that would 
allow many new families to 
share the tranquil life in our 
valley? 

All parties must agree that 
this debate is unhealthy and 
we must take some decisive 
action soon. Fortunately, this 
supposed debate is easily 
resolved with a proper, fact- 
based analysis. The problem 
is in thinking that we must 
choose at all. Why can we 
not have our cake and eat it 
too? As some have suggest- 
ed, perhaps large new devel- 
opments can help us pre- 
serve our valley. America 
must have many such mod- 
els, i.e., cities proving that 
agriculture, small town qual- 
ity of life, large housing 
developments and big box 
stores can live together. 
Good examples I have heard 
mentioned are Gilbert in 
Arizona, Boulder in 
Colorado and Santa Fe in 
New Mexico. Here are some 
facts about those cities. 

e Gilbert, Arizona has a 
population of about 191,000. 
It is part of the massive 
Phoenix/Scottsdale/Mesa 
metropolitan complex. Its 
median household income is 
about $68,000. 

e Boulder, Colorado has a 
population of about 92,000. 
It is part of a 3,000,000 per- 
son population center. Its 
median household income 
about $45,000. 

e Santa Fe, the state capi- 
tal of New Mexico, has a 
population of about 70,000. 
It is part of a 183,000 person 
population center. Its median 
household income about 
$40,000. 

In comparison, Ukiah’s 
population is about 16,000 
and it is part of an isolated 
population center of about 


30,000 people. Its median 
household income is about 
$33,000. Reviewing these 
facts suggests an empirical 
answer to our debate. To pre- 
serve our valley and have all 
of the shopping opportuni- 
ties that we crave we need 
more people, preferable peo- 
ple with lots more money 
than us. 

Plainly we will also need 
some development to attract 
those people. Looking close- 
ly at the successful areas 
cited above, an fundamental 
commonality is their support 
for the expansion and 
improvement of roadways. 
Bigger roadways are plainly 
key to thriving rural commu- 
nities. 

We must begin a major 
expansion of our freeways 
now! To bring in the right 
type of people it should not 
be chintzy. We should start 
with five or six lanes in each 
direction in place of the 
scanty two for Highway 101. 
That is a minimum. Add a 
commensurate expansion of 
the surrounding feeder roads 
and we will surely achieve 
the economic breakthroughs 
of the small towns cited 
above. If we are fortunate, 
roadway expansion might 
also force relocation of the 
sub substandard shopping at 
Airport Park and Pear Tree 
Plaza, which would further 
increase our prosperity. 

In addition to preserving 
our valley, roadway expan- 
sion would create the enor- 
mous benefit of supplying 
good wage jobs so that peo- 
ple could finally begin to 
support the small local mer- 
chants that we all cherish. 

Despite the sound basis of 
this proposal, some will 
undoubtedly argue that road- 
way expansion will harm the 
“quality lifestyle” in this 
area. The proponents of such 
claims cannot even agree on 
how to define or measure the 
nebulous “quality of life” 
they claim to care so much 
about. They are plainly not 
clear thinking persons. 
Nothing can be more 
inescapably obvious than 
that the “lifestyle” of this 
area, whatever that might 
mean, cannot be very attrac- 
tive or appealing to most 
Americans. Otherwise, more 
people would have come 


here and we would already 
have the improved infra- 
structure I propose. 

What of the argument that 
we need to preserve our agri- 
cultural so that we might 
have some ability to feed 
ourselves? The very nature 
of this question reveals a 
backward leaning tendency 
in the questioner. In this 
modern world we Americans 
clearly cannot afford to feed 
ourselves. As with industry, 
it is now places like China 
that are the economically 
logical source of the quality 
and nutritious foods we are 
willing to pay for for our 
families. 

Moreover, farming is a 
nasty, brutish business, rife 
with sweat and contact with 
dirt and mud. We are all bet- 
ter quit of it. If it cannot be 
banned outright it is some- 
thing best done far from the 
sight of our own families. 
Food should come from its 
proper source, the bins at 
Safeway and Lucky. 
Certainly agriculture should 
not prevent people from 
having fine houses in which 
to enjoy a good meal! 

Finally, some will com- 
plain “what about water?” 
Shouldn’t we have some 
before we built more 
homes? To such short sight- 
ed individuals I again point 
to the leadership shown in 
places such as the 
Gilbert/Phoenix and Santa 
Fe areas. Clearly one need 
not have water to be able to 
grow indefinitely. We are 
creative people and we will 
surely work something out. 
For example, there seems to 
be a great deal of underde- 
veloped space in the so 
called “historic” downtown 
of Ukiah. That same area is a 
central point in our commu- 
nity. As such, wouldn’t it be 
a better as an attractive new 
reservoir? A beautiful new 
water resort setting could be 
seen from all of the new 
housing developments on 
the surrounding hills. 

I trust that you see the 
inevitable logic of my pro- 
posal and that we can end 
this wasteful and divisive 
debate. Development, as 
usual, is the only path that 
makes cents.

Hillary’s hard 


won lessons 


The genius of Hillary Clinton’s presidential cam- 
paign has been her skill at turning liabilities into assets 
and weaknesses into strengths. By putting out a 
detailed health care plan on Monday, Clinton 
embarked on this year’s most daring act of political 
jujitsu. 

Compared with Barack Obama and John Edwards, 
who have already issued well-reviewed proposals of 
their own, Clinton comes late to the health care 
sweepstakes. But there is a message in that, too. Her 
approach, she says, has been “very deliberate.” That’s 
why she offered ideas on curbing health costs and 
improving the quality of care before she got around to 
her plan to cover everyone. 

She mixes self-deprecating laughter with meticu- 
lous analysis of interest-group politics to send one 
clear message: The Hillary Clinton of 2007 is a wiser, 
shrewder and more realistic politician than the first 
lady who tried and failed to pass her husband’s health 
plan in 1993 and 1994 -- which, because of her high- 
profile role, is now inevitably called “Hillarycare.” 

In a telephone interview Monday shortly before she 
gave her Iowa speech, Clinton listed the tips she 
picked up at the Health Care School of Hard Knocks. 
“I learned in 1993 that people who have coverage 
need reassurance that they can keep their current 
plan,” she said, noting that her new proposal offers 
exactly that. In her address, she repeatedly invoked the 
words “You choose” -- with the emphasis on you -- as 
a litany that could drive away the evil spirits of the 
past. 

“This is not a government-run system,” she went on 
in the interview, responding pre-emptively to the 
assaults she knows will come her way. “There will be 
no new bureaucracy, no mandatory alliances.” 

And then came the most telling moment in the 
interview. At the mere mention of the word 
“alliances,” she broke into laughter. 

The “alliances” were purchasing cooperatives that 
constituted a genuinely innovative part of Bill 
Clinton’s 1993 plan. But they were easy to parody as 
big government monstrosities. Hillary Clinton’s 
chuckle -- there seemed to be real mirth in it -- says 
she now knows the word “alliances” is political kryp- 
tonite. 

There’s another message: She knows a lot more 
than she used to about voters and how to persuade 
them -- and about herself. Leaders who can laugh at 
their own failures are usually more trustworthy than 
those who can’t. 

Again and again, Clinton went back to what she 
knows now that she wished she had known then. “You 
can have a great plan on paper, as I have learned the 
hard way,” she says, and still fail. Individuals and 
interest groups will always ask, “What’s in it for me?” 
She brings up the question herself. Gone is the moral- 
ist who might once have bridled at such a query. This 
time, she insists it’s “a fair question in our system.” 
And so her new plan has incentives for small busi- 
nesses, special help to companies with high “legacy” 
costs for retired employees, and a lot of assistance for 
the middle class. 

This time, she will coax and charm the country 
toward universal health coverage. Cold analysis has 
given way to warm persuasion. 

The next phase of the campaign, now that the health 
plans are on the table, will not hinge on the dueling 
details. It will instead be a bigger argument among 
front-runners Clinton, Obama and Edwards over how 
they would govern. 

Over the weekend, a campaign lieutenant argued 
that Obama was more likely to get health care reform 
passed because he has a fresh approach to 
Washington, an ability to bring parties together, and 
the tools to inspire the country. Implicit was a critique 
of the old Hillary, and her past failures. With Obama, 
the past would be the past. 

Edwards is the visionary who by sheer force of 
commitment will shake Washington up, and has set 
the pace for his opponents on issues ranging from 
poverty to health care. 

And then there is Clinton, who can say: Been there, 
done that, won’t be fooled again. The assumption 
behind her offensive on health care was nicely 
described by one her advisers on the eve of her 
speech: “In Washington, it’s: ‘You lost, you failed, 
goodbye.’ In the rest of the United States, it’s: ‘You 
fail, you learn from your mistakes, and you do it right 
the next time.’” 

“It’s not just about health care,” said this adviser. 
“It’s about her.” So it is. It could turn out that Clinton’s 
strongest argument is that someone who is aware of 
her own shortcomings, laughs about them and works 
at them has the character to be president.

options for the ball: give it to the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame, 
brand it with an asterisk before send- 
ing it to Cooperstown or blast it into 
space on a rocket ship. 

The asterisk would suggest that 
Bonds’ record is tainted by alleged 
steroid use. The Giants slugger has 
denied knowingly using perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

“All of those options don’t weigh 
anything,” Bonds told the San 
Francisco Chronicle on Tuesday night 
in Phoenix. “In baseball, that number 
(756) stands.” 

Bonds said Ecko could have found 
a better way to spend three-quarters 
of a million dollars. 

“He’s stupid. He’s an idiot,” Bonds 
said. “He spent $750,000 on the ball 
and that’s what he’s doing with it? 
What he’s doing is stupid.” 

Ecko did not directly respond to 
Bonds’ comments Wednesday, but 
said in a statement he would make 
Bonds a custom T-shirt that says, 
“Marc Ecko paid $752,467 for my 
ball, and all I got was this ’stupid’ T- 
shirt.” 

Ecko plans to announce what he 
will do with No. 756 after voting ends 
Sept. 25. 

Ben Padnos, the California entre- 
preneur who submitted the $186,750 
winning bid on Bonds’ record-tying 
755th home run ball, said Tuesday he 
also plans to have the public vote on 
what to do with it.

While Vernon Davis fumes, Nolan 


denies Niners are playing it too sate

SANTA CLARA — 
Though Vernon Davis phrased 
his demand as a polite ques- 
tion, the San Francisco tight 
end’s underlying message to 
coach Mike Nolan was clear: 
just give me the ball, and 
maybe we can fix the 49ers’ 
struggling offense. 

After catching just four 
passes in the Niners’ first two 
games, Davis dropped by 
Nolan’s office Tuesday. He 
asked whether a talented 
receiver such as himself could 
be more involved in an 
offense that has looked mostly 
awful despite San Francisco’s 
unbeaten record, failing to 
gain 200 yards in either win. 

“We’ve just got to get the 
correct game plan,” Davis 
said Wednesday. “Sometimes 
the game plan you use might 
not be the best one.” 

After describing the 49ers’ 
attack as conservative, Davis 
almost laughed when asked 
whether such a plan would 
work Sunday against the 
undefeated Pittsburgh 
Steelers: “No way.” 

Davis’ volatility was one of 
the 49ers’ worries entering the 
season, yet the athletic tight 


end clearly has a point. San 
Francisco’s game plans under 
new offensive coordinator Jim 
Hostler do seem conservative 
and tentative to everyone but 
Nolan, with Alex Smith play- 
ing it safe while the 49ers rely 
heavily on Frank Gore, who’s 
been mostly bottled up. 

Nolan didn’t take offense 
to Davis’ request to open up 
the offense. 

“I admired the fact that he 
had the courage to do it,” 
Nolan said. “I assured him 
that it’s a work in progress on 
offense, and that it will hap- 
pen. He’s not here to block on 
every down. He pointed out 
some plays where he was 
open, and I certainly couldn’t 
deny it. We have to do a better 
job of finding the open guy.” 

Davis, the sixth overall 
pick in last year’s draft, spent 
most of the first two games 
blocking for Gore and Smith. 
Just two passes came his way 
in last Sunday’s 17-16 victory 
over the St. Louis Rams, and 
he caught them both. 

“Its tough to have 
patience, man, but (Nolan) is 
right about being ready,” 
Davis said.Despite the meager 
ball movement in the 49ers’ 
first two games, Nolan 
believes his club still can be

better than last season, when 
coordinator Norv Turner 
raised the NFL’s worst offense 
in 2005 to respectability. 

Hostler, the quarterbacks 
coach in Nolan’s first two sea- 
sons, has nearly the same per- 
sonnel, with only Darrell 
Jackson replacing Antonio 
Bryant as the No. 1 receiver. 
Davis also seems primed for a 
breakout season after injuries 
limited his rookie campaign. 

“(Davis’) frustration is all 
of our frustration,” Hostler 
said. “We want to move the 
ball. We want to be more con- 
sistent. We didn’t work all off- 
season and through training 
camp to start like we’ve start-

With Burgess hobbling, Raiders 
face stiff test in Cleveland offense

ALAMEDA — The Oakland Raiders 
may have to solve their defensive prob- 
lems of the first two weeks without their 
top pass rusher. 

Pro Bowl defensive end Derrick 
Burgess missed practice Wednesday with 
a calf injury and his status for Sunday’s 
game against the Cleveland Browns is in 
doubt. 

If Burgess is unable to play, the 
Raiders would be forced to start rookie 
Jay Richardson against a Browns team 
coming off a 51-point performance. 

“Tm just looking to fill in, do what I 
got to do, do my job and make sure 
there’s no dropoff between me and him,” 
Richardson said. “Hopefully, he gets 
healthy and gets back in there, and we’ll 
be ready to roll again. ... He’s the man. 
He’s a Pro Bowler, you know?” 

Richardson, a fifth-round pick out of 
Ohio State, beat out third-rounder 
Quentin Moses for a roster spot and 
played well after Burgess went down in 
the fourth quarter last week against 
Denver. 

But filling in for an entire game for a 
player as important as Burgess is a differ- 
ent matter. Burgess wouldn’t comment 
on the injury and Kiffin would only say 
he hoped his star defender would be able 
to go Sunday. 

But for now, the Raiders have to pre- 
pare without him. 

“Whoever comes in has to go out and 
has big shoes to fill, but we have confi- 


dence in all our rushers to go out and get 
the job done,” linebacker Kirk Morrison 
said. “It doesn’t matter who we put out 
there. That’s why they made the football 
team, because we feel they can go help us 
out.” 

Even with Burgess, the Raiders have 
had some surprising problems on defense 
in losing the first two games of the sea- 
son. 

A unit that ranked third in the NFL last 
season has allowed an average of 416.5 
yards and 29.5 points per game this sea- 
son — the worst two-game stretch for 
points since 2005, and for yards since 
2004. 

“We’re two games into it, it’s nothing 
to panic about,” cornerback Nnamdi 
Asomugha said. “But I don’t think we’re 
playing the same. It hasn’t carried over 
completely yet. And those are things that 
still take a few games, hopefully.” 

The main problems in the opener 
against Detroit were blown coverages 
that allowed the Lions to win 36-21. Last 
week in Denver, it was missed tackles 
that led to a 23-20 overtime loss to the 
Broncos. 

Most galling is that the defense failed 
to protect a fourth-quarter lead in each of 
the first two games. 

“I’m surprised at the struggles we’ve 
had, but were going to get it right,” coach 
Lane Kiffin said. “We’re getting it fig- 
ured out and we’re going to start playing 
better defense.” 


The next test comes Sunday against 
the Browns, who are coming off a 51-45 
win over Cincinnati behind five touch- 
down passes from Derek Anderson. 

It was a record-setting offensive per- 
formance for Cleveland, with a 300-yard 
passer, a 200-yard rusher (Jamal Lewis) 
and two 100-yard receivers (Braylon 
Edwards and Kellen Winslow) for the 
first time since joining the NFL in 1950. 

So the Raiders know they’re in for 
quite a test this week. 

“We’re not playing against teams with 
a struggling offense,” Morrison said. 
“And Cleveland this week, these are 
teams that have been putting up points 
and putting up yards the last couple of 
weeks. So we know what we have to do 
to try and sustain what we’re trying to 
build right now.” 

It will be more difficult without 
Burgess. The Raiders have just four sacks 
through two games and will need to do a 
better job pressuring Anderson than they 
the did the first two weeks. 

That puts more pressure on 
Richardson and rush specialist Chris 
Clemons, who usually plays the right side 
in passing situations. Kiffin acknowl- 
edged that if the front four doesn’t pro- 
vide more pressure, the Raiders may need 
to use more blitzes. 

“If we’re not getting a rush over there, 
if other guys aren’t stepping up more, 
then you got to go to more pressures and 
you got to be more risky,” Kiffin said.

OAKLAND — Ichiro 
Suzuki is spending more time

“Without a Trace” on DVD 
these days than monitoring 
Magglio Ordonez’s at-bats in 
the race for the AL batting 
title. 

Suzuki boosted his cause 
yet again Wednesday by 
adding two more hits to his 
total and raising his average to 
354, helping the Seattle 
Mariners to their first three- 
game sweep in Oakland since 
2001 with a 9-5 victory over 
the Athletics. 

“He’s my favorite (to win 
it),’ Mariners manager John 
McLaren said of his star lead- 
off hitter. “He’s a pure hitter. 
He can put the ball any place 
he wants to. I don’t think any- 
body would be surprised if he 
wins the batting title.” 

Ordonez began the day 
with the top average in the 
American League but went 0- 
for-4 for the Detroit Tigers in 
a loss at Cleveland and is now 
batting .353. 

“Of course that’s some- 
thing Im aware of all the 
time,” Suzuki said through an 
interpreter. “It’s important. 
Not everyone can have this 
opportunity. I like my 
chances.” 

While Suzuki says he does 
check ESPN and the newspa- 
pers, “Without a Trace” is 
keeping him plenty occupied. 

“It’s very interesting and I 
enjoy it a lot,” he said, smil- 
ing. 

Felix Hernandez won his 
third straight decision, Raul

Hernandez (13-7) won his 
sixth decision in his last seven 
and improved to 8-3 away 
from Safeco Field this season.

“The Brave One” was an 
incredibly intense movie.

The Willits Rider bus is a new way to travel that has not been 
tried before in Mendocino County by MTA.

The meeting was a continu- 
ation from the last board 
meeting in which Water 
Agency General Manager 
Roland Sanford gave a 
Powerpoint presentation 
regarding the proposal. 

At that meeting he said the 
feasibility of the pipeline, 
which would begin with a 
diversion from alluvial gravel 
deposits adjacent to the Eel 
River channel and run from 
Dos Rios to Redwood Valley, 
was dependent on several fac- 
tors, including expense, 
demand, distance, water use 
and right-of-way. 

Any decision on the pro- 
posed project at the Sept. 11 
meeting was delayed until 
Tuesday’s meeting by Colfax. 

The board’s action autho- 
rizes staff to conduct a feasi- 
bility investigation for the 
project, allocating up to 
$50,000 for consulting and 
legal services in support. 

The measure also directs 
the Water Agency to investi- 
gate options and alternatives 
that will remove existing 
water moratoriums in 
Mendocino County, reporting 
back to the board within six 
months on projects or plans 
including conservation that 
will eliminate state imposed 
moratoriums. 

Several areas of the Ukiah 
Valley have been placed under 
a water moratorium on new 
connections, including 
Hopland, Brooktrails, Willits, 
Redwood Valley and North 
Ukiah Valley. 

In addition, the measure 
directs county counsel to con- 
tact federal and state agencies 
to pursue clarification on legal 
issues pertaining to the Eel 
River Wild and Scenic Rivers 
Act. 


Bob Wick, planning and 
environmental coordinator for 
the Bureau of Land 
Management, said that before 
the project can move any fur- 
ther, the county will have to 
prove the project will in no 
way affect the river’s current 
character. 

“The key cornerstone is 
called a Section 7 consulta- 
tion,” he said. “You have to go 
through and analyze if it will 
affect the free flowing nature 
of the river or any of the out- 
standing values that lend to 
the river being designated a 
wild and scenic river.” 

Section 7 of the Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act in part 
states that, “no department or 
agency of the United States 
shall assist by loan, grant, 
license, or otherwise in the 
construction of any water 
resources project that would 
have a direct and adverse 
effect on the values for which 
such river was 
established...Nothing con- 
tained in the foregoing sen- 
tence, however, shall preclude 
licensing of, or assistance to, 
developments below or above 
a wild, scenic or recreational 
river area or on any stream 
tributary there to which will 
not invade the area or unrea- 
sonably diminish the scenic, 
recreational, and fish and 
wildlife values present in the 
area on the date of designation 
of a river as a component of 
the national wild and scenic 
rivers system.” 

Pinches said the county has 
been overly scrutinized for its 
interest in the project while 
neighboring communities 
divert water without hesita- 
tion. 

“Humboldt County takes 
water out of the Eel River 
year-round,” he said. “We’re 
simply looking at taking out 2 
percent during the high-flow 
winter months.”

“When we get such a cold 
air mass, the sun’s angle is 
still high enough to get some 
heating from the sun that cre- 
ates a high degree of instabili- 
ty,” Tjaden said. “This leads 
to showers and thunder- 
storms, especially the band 
that moved into Mendocino 
County Wednesday.” 

Tjaden said he expects 
rainfall to be less than an inch 
around the county, with a few 
areas in the northeast portion 
receiving possibly .2 inches of 
rain. Tjaden said rain in late 
September like this has hap- 
pened before, but it’s less than 
typical. 

“It’s definitely unseason- 
able,” Tjaden said. “To say it’s 
out of the norm? Yes. It’s not 


what we expect when we look 
to climatology. I can’t say 
how unusual, but it’s a very 
infrequent type of event. 
Nonetheless, as we head into 
the transition season of 
autumn it becomes more like- 
ly to get these types of sys- 
tems.” 

Although the forecast 
changes day-to-day, Tjaden 
said early predictions for the 
next eight to 14 days call for 
below normal temps and 
above normal precipitation. 

As far as the winter goes, 
Tjaden said the outlook for 
November, December and 
January -- although it’s still 
early -- looks to be normal 
temperatures and normal pre- 
cipitation. 

“I think that it’s pretty 
much expected to be a fairly 
normal winter. There’s not a 
strong indication of things 
being unusual.”

Bush urges Congress to make 
eavesdropping law permanent, stronger 


FORT MEADE, Md. (AP) President Bush said 
Wednesday he wants Congress to expand and make permanent 
a law that temporarily gives the government more power to 
eavesdrop without warrants on suspected foreign terrorists. 

Without such action, Bush said, “our national security pro- 
fessionals will lose critical tools they need to protect our coun- 
try.” “It will be harder to figure out what our enemies are doing 
to train, recruit and infiltrate operatives into America,” the pres- 
ident said during a visit to the super-secret National Security 
Agency’s headquarters. “Without these tools, our country will 
be much more vulnerable to attack.” 

The Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act governs when the 
government must obtain warrants for eavesdropping from a 
secret intelligence court. This year’s update — approved just 
before Congress’ August break — allows more efficient inter- 
ceptions of foreign communications. 

Under the new law, the government can eavesdrop without a 
court order on communications conducted by a person reason- 
ably believed to be outside the U.S., even if an American is on 
one end of the conversation — so long as that American is not 
the intended focus or target of the surveillance. 


Anti-Syria lawmaker assassinated in 
Lebanon, in bombing that kills seven 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A powerful bomb killed an anti- 
Syria lawmaker and six others Wednesday in a Christian neigh- 
borhood of Beirut, threatening to derail an effort by an already 
deeply divided Parliament to elect Lebanon’s next president in 
voting to begin next week. Antoine Ghanem, a 64-year-old 
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member of the Christian Phalange party who had returned from 
refuge abroad only two days earlier, was the eighth anti-Syria 
figure and fourth lawmaker from the governing coalition to be 
assassinated in less than three years. 

Coalition members blamed Syria. Damascus denied involve- 
ment, as it has for the previous seven assassinations, including 
the 2005 bombing death of former Prime Minister Rafik Hariri 
— a killing that ignited huge protests that forced Syria to with- 
draw its troops after a three-decade occupation. 

Security officials said at least 67 people were wounded in 
Wednesday’s blast, half of which had left the hospital by day’s 
end. The explosion occurred at rush hour on a busy street in the 
Sin el-Fil district, severely damaging nearby buildings, setting 
several cars on fire and scattering blood and debris along the 
street. Explosive experts were seen checking the engine of 
Ghanem’s car, which was thrown more than 150 feet. A securi- 
ty official said the bomb was likely detonated by remote control 
near Ghanem’s car. 


Dan Rather files a $70 million lawsuit 
against CBS, saying he was ‘scapegoat’ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Dan Rather filed a $70 million lawsuit 
Wednesday against CBS, alleging that the network made him a 
“scapegoat” for a discredited story about President Bush’s 
National Guard service. 

The 75-year-old Rather, whose final months were clouded by 
controversy over the report, says the complaint stems from 
“CBS’ intentional mishandling” of the aftermath of the story. 

The lawsuit, filed in State Supreme Court in Manhattan, also 
names CBS President and CEO Leslie Moonves, Viacom Inc., 
Viacom Chairman Sumner Redstone and former CBS News 
President Andrew Heyward.
